Nourse voiced his objections to 
the current course of government 
in these words yesterday: 


The government should be "put- 
ting its fiscal house in order 
and 
husbanding reserves to 
support 
the economy, if less 
prosperous 
times overtake us" — a 
direct 
thrust at deficit-spending while the 
nation is prosperous. 


You get Nourse's idea 
quickly 
enough. From biblical times 
all 
men have been impressed by the 
fart there is a natural cycle be- 
r^yeen good and hard times. These 
are good times — the fat 
years 
mentioned in the Bible. And pri- 
vate citiznes and companies follow 
the biblical injunction to store up 
durig the fat years for the lean 
years that are certain to follow. 
Only the government behaves 
as 
though the fat years would last for- 
ever. This is what Nourse is strik- 
ing at. 


And the paradox that occurs to 
me is this one: 


In past years we have expected 
%• government, frugally 
saving 
money during good times, to turn 
loose and help the people in hard 
times. But now it may be that the 
government, prodigal 
in 
good 
times, expects the people to help 
•it when hard times roll 
around 
again. 


There's just one catch to 
that 
kind of thinking. The government 
belongs to the people — but 
only 


while it is solvent and behaves as 
a government should. When it is 
broke and has to call on 
private 
citizens to discharge its duties then 
4>no longer belongs to the people, 
but it belongs to its creditors 
— 
the strong men. And democracy is 
gone with the wind. 


Arithmetic isn't the language of 
debate. It's the symbol of a reckon- 
ing all of us have to meet 
while 
here on earth — the one thing you 
can't put off until the Hereafter. 
Nourse has been 
doing 
some 
figuring — and he suddenly dis-

the benefit of unsupported

them

ore-determined 
"fair" 
price for their products. 


The administration is not expect- 
ed to give up its fight for the Bran- 
nan plan, however. The issue may 
prove to be an important one in 
the 1950 congressional 
campaigns 


which involve the entire house and 
one-third of the seats in the sen- 
ate. 


These are the major provisions 


o£ the compromise: 
L It directs the 
secretary of 
agriculture to support the six basic 
crops — cotton, wheat, corn, 
to- 
bacco, rice and peanuts — at 90 
per cent of parity next year 
if 


restrictions are placed on planting 
or marketing. For 1051 the mini- 
mum supports would range from 
80 to 90 per cent. After that they 
could vary from 75 to 90. 


2. It allows two differing parity 
formulas to operate on these basic 
crops with the higher of the two 
to be used until 15)54. The newer 
formula then would go into effect 
for good. Parity is a price com- 
puted to give a farm product tho 
same relative purchasing power it 
had in a past favorable period. 
3. It allows supports on all' other 
crops to move up or down in. rela- 
tion to supply, .with special 
treat- 
ment 
accorded 
dairy 
products. 
These must be supported at from 
75 to 90 per cent. Supports at from 
60 to 90 per cent apply to 
Irish 
potatoes; wool, including mohair; 
honey; and tungnuts. Other farm 
products could be supported from 
zero to 90 per cent, with the de- 
cision left up to the secretary of 
agriculture.
